Smith and other union 
spokesmen noted that there is 
much dissatisfaction among 
railway workers who feel they 
are being unfairly legislated 
back to work. 

TTiis unrest could lead some 
workers to stay off w'ork for a 
time after Parliament passes 
die legislation, some union 
leaders say. That could mean 
delays in resumption of rail 
services. ' 


Union membei's say parlia¬ 
mentary intervention in the 
pa.«it has caused them to fall 
behind workers in similar oc- 
cupation.s. 

One area where the militan¬ 
cy is evident 1^‘ among 
workers who operate the ferry 
service between New¬ 
foundland and Cape Breton. 
Despite a call from leaders in 
Ottawa for the employees to 


move stranded travellers as 
■‘an act of kindness," the. 
ferry workers have not re¬ 
turned to the Job. 

Smith said the employees 
on the Newfoundland side of 
the Port aux Basques-Norlh 
Sydney run are prepared to 
work but the Nova Scotian 
workers will not. 

In North Sydney. N.S., 
RCMP were called in Tuesday 
to help local police clear a 


traffic jam created by irate 
travellers at this mainland 
terminal for the Newfound¬ 
land ferry service. 

Police said people stranded 
by the rail strike wore using 
their cars to bloc-k exists from 
the terminal to North Sydney 
and nearby Sydney Mines. 

An estimated 1.000 persons 
are wailing for the ferries to 
resume service. 

In Toronto about 1,500 slrik- 


idg railmen marched through 
downt Avn Toronto Tuesday in 
a sIkav of determination to 
stay out until they get what 
tlioy feel is a fair settlement. 

Ross Jones, president of the 
lO.OOO-membcr Toronto local, 
suggested railway workers 
may call in sick if they don’t 
like a settlement decreed by 
Parliament.

Arrives For Ulster Talks 


MEXICO CITY (UPl) — A massive earthquake 
rumbled across 200 miles of central Mexico Tuesday 
from Mexico City to the Gulf of Mexico. Authorities 
said two towns were partially destroyed and the Red 
Cross-said almost 400 persons were killed. 

The quake, centred in subterranean faultlines 
deep under Mexico’s mountainous central spine. 
Struck at 3:52 a.m. (2:52 a.m. B.C. time), registering 
7 on the Richter scale — more powerful than the Dec. 
23, 1972 quake in Managua, Nicaragua which killed 
5,CKX) persons. 

It struck an area of Mexico still reeling from 
Hurricane Brenda, which killed five persons and left 
hundreds of thousands homeless a week earlier. 

In Orizaba, a city of 50.000 
at the epicentre of the quake 
150 miles east-southeast of 
Mexico City, a 12-storey 
apartment building collapsed. 

The Red Cross said more than 
100 persons asleep inside were 
killed instantly. 

Red Cross ^ficials estimat¬ 
ed 100 persons died in Quecho- 
lac in Puebla State; 80 in Ciu¬ 
dad Cerdan, 178 in Orizaba, 
two in Peubla and two in Cor¬ 
doba in Veracruz state. 

The quake also rocked the 
rosort area of Cuernavaca in 
Morelos state south of Mexico 
City, and the federal district 
which includes the capital. In 
Mexico City, buildings sw’ayed 
and people ran out of hotels 
and into the streets in pyjamas 
and nightgowns. 

Orizaba was left without 
electricity or running water. 

Dazed survivors wandered the 
littered streets looking for re¬ 
latives or possessions. 

"It was horrible,” said sec¬ 
retary Marina Garcia, 18. "it 
was the worst thing I have

BEU-\VST a*PU Gun¬ 
men detonated a 20(>-pound 
bomb in front of a British ar¬ 
mored car patrolling the 
border Tuesday, injuring four 
soldiers, the army said. 

The attack came 50 miles^ 
south of Belfast where British' 
Prime Minister Heath con¬ 
ferred with Protestant and 
Catholic leaders under a 
"sted cocoon" of security. 

An army spokesman said 
all the soldiers were injured 
when their armOTcd car drove 
into a sex-en-foot crater blast¬ 
ed by the bomb just before

the patrol reached it on a 
road adjacent to the Irish Re¬ 
public. 

In Belfast, Heath was 
jeered by Protestant loyalist 
women at a cathedral when 
he visited the church. The 
women carried placards read¬ 
ing "traitor’l and “go home." 

Heath’s two-day visit to 
Northern Ireland, coming m 
the midst of a terrorist bomb¬ 
ing campaign blamed on the 


liTsh Republican Army, was 
blanketed in security. Army 
heiicopters criss-crossed Bel¬ 
fast and sharpshooters were 
stationed on roofU^. 

A helicopter whisked Heath 
from the Royal Air Force 
base at Aldergrove, 15 miles 
outside the city, to the seat of 
at Stormont Castle.

STOCKHOLM (AP) -- Po¬ 
lice stormed into the vault of 
a downtown Stockholm bank 
behind clouds of tear gas 
Tuesday night and within min¬ 
utes apprehended two gunmen 
who had held four bank em¬ 
ployees hostage for six days. 

"We give up! We give up! 
Stop gassing us!" one of the 
gunmen yelled at a police¬ 
man. 

When the two gunmen had 
been led out in handcuffs, po¬ 
lice Superintendent Sven 
Thorander took off his gas¬ 
mask and told reporters: "No 
one injured. No one injured." 

The freed hostages, three 
women and a man, wero 
wheeled out on stretchers and 
whisked away to a hospital in 
w'aiting ambulances. Their 
conditions were described as 
"good under the circum¬ 
stances." Their captors were 
treated briefly at a hospital 
for tear gas effects and trans¬ 
ferred to i)olice headquarters 
for questioning. 

The complex assault on the 
vault took only about five 
minutes. Police said the two 
gunmen agreed to surrender 
moments after they began to 
smell the gas being poured 
through holes drilled in the 
vault's roof. 

“They quickly pulled away 
the large filing cabinet ^\^th . 
which they had barricaded 
the door and surrendered with 
hardly another word," one 
policeman said. 

The marathon siege began 


Masked police lead gunman away 


la.st Thursday when a gun¬ 
man, identified by police as 
Jan-Erik Olsson, .32. attempt¬ 
ed to rob the main office of 
the Kreditbanken. but was in¬ 
terrupted by police. Olsson 
held off the police, wounding 
one with submachine-gun fire, 
and grabbed the four hos- 
tages. 

A round of negotiations fol¬ 
lowed during which i>olice 
agreed to a demand that 
Clark Olofsson, 26, serving a 
life term for murder, be freed 


from prison and allowed to 
Olsson in the bank. A ran- 
sm^of 5650,000 was delivered. 

Saturday, |>olice got into the 
hank and slammed the vault 
door shut, locking the two 
gunmen and hostages inside. 
At the same time they consid¬ 
ered pouring sleeping gas into 
the vault, but abandoned tiiat 
scheme when Olsson fold 
them he had tied the hostages 
in* such a way that they would 
strangle themselves if affect¬ 
ed by the gas.

The 54-year-old writer also 
talked at length on the Soviet 
social situation, on jamming 
of Western broadcasts, on the 
example set by Gen. Pyotr 
Grigorenko, Andrei Amalrik, 
Vladimir Bukovsky and olher 
arrested dissidents. 

On the Soviet practice of 
lifting the citizenship of prbm- 
inent dissidents allowed to 
travel abroad — such as the 
recent case of Zhorez Med¬ 
vedev in Lmdon. he'said: 


"Citizenship in our country 
is not an inalienable natural 
right for every human being 
born on its soil. But it is a 
kijid of coupon which is kept 
by an exclusive clique of peo¬ 
ple who in no way and by 
nothing have proved that they 
have a greater right to the 
Russian soil. 

"And this clique can, if it 
doesn’t approve of some citl-- 
zen’s cwivictions, declare him 
deprived of his homeland. I 
leave it to you to find a word 
yourselves for such a social 
structure."

No Beer Fan 


I HAVE to confess I am definitely not 
keeping up my end. As a matter of fact, I 
could be classed as a dismaJ failure and my 
lack of try is one of the reasons adult Canadi¬ 
an beer drinking consumption is a measly 24 
gallons per person per year. 

Seems British Columbia beer drinkers 
rank second in Canada in gallons consumed. 
Alberta drinkers beat them out by one-tenth 
of a gallon per person per year, which is 
understandable when you consider there is 
little or nothing to do in Alberta from mid- 
November until mid-April except stay in¬ 
doors and drink beer. 

THE FACT still remains, however, that 
had I kept even reasonably close to the 24 
gallons per year individual gu 2 zling. British 
Columbia might have edged right in there 
with Alberta drinkers. 

I worked it out and found I was 187 pints 
short of my quota — the quota being 152 
pdnts. This will come as a distinct shock to 
my friends in the beer peddling business—bel¬ 
lows like Bruce Thom. Hughie Thorbum and 
Grant Burnett — but beer somehow or other 
lost its appeal some 30 years ago while I was 
stationed in Halifax. 

ACTUAI.LY, I should have had a better 
start on a beer drinking career than most Ca¬ 
nadians. inasmuch as my father was em¬ 
ployed by Drewery's Brewery in Winnipeg 
and there was alwaj's beer in our home. 

But Halifax did me In. You must realize 
that during that period of wartime, Ha'Ufax 
was dry. There were no beer parlors, no bars 
of any type. 

There were wet canteens In the naval es¬ 
tablishments, but you should also understand 
they made today’s swill palaces Ick^ positive¬ 
ly opulent by comparison. 

ONE of the best-known wet c^iteens In 
Halifax was the Wanderers Club,'' and this 
became a simple exercise In frustration. The 
lineup usually stretched halfw’ay dowm the 
l>ark and when you did get to the head of the 
line, you were allowed to purchase one quart 
of beer. This was then rushed to the table 
being held by friends and carefully measured 
out. Then one of the others would dutifully 


gulp his beer and head to the back of the 
line. 

Mind you. it did reduce the cliance of 
drunkenness by a considerable degree simply 
because of the long wait between draughts, 
but in my case, it also added up to one 
helluva waste of time. 

YEARS LATER, while pursuing my jour¬ 
nalistic occupation in Calgary, I did manage 
to acquire a fair liking for “red eye," a con¬ 
coction that was famous in that area. Simply 
a mixture of beer and tomato juice and on a 
hot day it did have a certain appeal. 

In the long haul, however, beer adds 
to bloat in my humble opinion and the Lord 
only knows, the taste of beer must rank 
somewhere between buttermilk and Newfie 
Screech. 

Newfoundland Screech was a hard liquor 
moonshine which sold for 35 cents a shot in 
any St. John’s bootlegging establishment, 
,,and was guaranteed to set fire to even the 
most booze-hardened stomach. As a paint 
remover it was second to nwie. 

THEN, of course, there was Navy pusser 
rum — not to be confused with any other 
make of rum. Doled out two ounces per day 
per man while at sea, and if you could save 
it up, as many of us did, it became a sure 
fire method of barter in port — one pint 
would bring upwards of $15 and in those 
days, 15 bUdks was a healthy su m. J t >was 
thick and it was strong, too strong for a 
fuzzy-cheeked youngster from the Prairies. 

I enjoy a rye and Coke today, abhor rum, 
scotch and gin, but get pleasure out of either 
sloe gin or Southern Comfort properly mixed 
■with either ,<i>ke or 7-Up. 

I AM AMAZED at the amount 6f beer con¬ 
sumed by Canadians. Government figures do 
indeed sho>V that adult Canadians average 24 
gallons per and that’s a lot of hops. 

Easy to see why stock in any Canadian 
brewery is a must in any self-respecting 
portfr')Iio these da>'s. It’s a reascffiable as¬ 
sumption net profits must be at an all-time 
high. 

I’m sorry I can’t bring myself to help 
them along.

Pakistanis Win Release 


NEW DELHI (AP) — India and Pakistan, 
striving to heal the wounds of a war that ended 20’ 
months ago, sighed Tuesday an agreement permit¬ 
ting the release of about 90,000 Pakistani prisoners 
of war. 

The Pakistanis wei-e taken during the Decem¬ 
ber, 1971, India-Pakistan war fought over the ei'ea- 
tion of Bangladesh in What had been the eastern 
wing of Pakistan. 

Their continued detention by India was the 


chief stumbling block to a final settlement of the 
war. The Bangladesh government of Prime Min¬ 
ister Mujibur Rahman had threatened to try a 
small group of them on war crimes charges for 
alleged atrocities during the war and the Pakistani 
military occupation that preceded it. 

The text of the agreement to release them, 
signed after 11 days of bargaining, was not imme¬ 
diately released. Sources from both sides, said, 
hoivever, that it covered ail the main humanitarian 
problems still left from the war.

Letter Bombs 
Move to Paris 


LONDON (UPI) - Britain's 
letter bomb scare spread to 
Paris Tuesday where an ex¬ 
plosive in an envelope was de¬ 
livered to the British embassy 
but was discovered before it 
exploded^ It was the second 
bomb found in a British em¬ 
bassy in two days, the 
Foreign Office said. 

The letter had been mailed 
somewhere in England, police 
said. TTie bomb, in a white 
envelc^ six-by-four inches, 
was addi*essed to a member of 
the embassy Btaff,ij^ “iiTegu- 
lar handwriting” sWilar to 
that used on other letter 
'bombs discovered in London 
and atti’ibuted to an Irish Re¬ 
publican Army terror cam¬ 
paign. the sjiokesman said. 
The letter was handed over to 
French ]X)lice who confirmed 
it contained a bomb. 

The House of Commons was 
sealed off Tuesday to inves- 
itigate a 'bomb report. The 
house was not in session and 
the Parliament buildings were 
not evacuated. 

On Monday, a letter bomb 
exploded at Uie British em¬ 
bassy in Washington, severely 
injuring the personal aide to 
the military attache.

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A Statesman’s Goal 


r [E COUNTRY MUST NOW AWAIT, with 
growing anxiety, the I'esponse of the striking 
non-operating railwaymen to the terms of settle¬ 
ment proposed by the federal government. 

There is no guarantee that they will be accept¬ 
able or that the union members will obey back-for 
business legiriation when it is passed by Parlia¬ 
ment. Spokesmen across the country say they will 
not. And whether this is simply a stratagem to en¬ 
courage the government to generous compliance or 
something more than a threat it would be unwise 
to speculate. ' 

John Munro, the minister of labor, with whom 
responsibility for framing the emergency legisla¬ 
tion rests, is confident “these workers are not the 
type of men who will defy laws passed by Parlia¬ 
ment in the interests of all Canadians.” And Mr. 
Munro is sure that the railix>ads will be running 
normally by the weekend. 

Up to now Mr. Mimro has been consistently 
wrong in his judgment both of the temper of the , 
imions, the resilience of the companies and his own 
powere of persuasion. It was probably because he 
was so certain he could bring the parties to agree¬ 
ment that the decision to recall Parliament was 
delayed. He was not successful, and in consequence 
the paralysis of the country has been prolonged. 

Prime Minister Pierre Timdeau, apparently 
serious for once but still unable to resist gagging up 
a pose for photographers, on Monday finally admit¬ 
ted: “This nationwide rail semce interruption is 
now causing serious damage. We cannot live with 
such disruption any longer.” 

He should have recognized the crisis a month 
ago and taken steps to prevent the further degen¬ 
eration of the situation. He had the pi-ecedent of 
1960 to guide him. The Rciilway Operation Continu¬ 
ation Act was peissed at that time to forestall a na¬ 
tional strike, and provided for a six-month exten¬ 
sion of negotiation which was enough for the par¬ 
ties to find a satisfactoi'y formula. 


The unhappy results of delayed decisions the 
country is now experiencing emphasize the neces¬ 
sity for designing the sort of apparatus that will 
make such disagreements impossible. 

Strikes or lockouts in the sector of essential 
seiwices have no place in this or any other ad¬ 
vanced society. But in order to remove the cause of 
them there must be assurances that fair wages and 
working conditions apply on the one hand and that 
satisfactory service be provided on the other. 

According to William Apps, B.C. represent¬ 
ative of the Canadian Brotherhood of Railway, 
Transport and General Workers Union, some of the 
striking workers have been victims of sub-standard 
settlements since 1950. 

They are paid, he says, as much as $2 to $3 an 
lioui- below the standard of rates in this province. 

If this is ti-ue it is the sort of disci-epMcy that 
would keep a part of the labor force in simmering 
discontent. It is the sort of thing that governments 
must be able to guarantee cannot exist if they are 
to create workable machinery to prevent collision 
between management and labor. 

Given such a guarantee, and continu^g courts 
of revision to protect it, the position taken by some 
militants and malcontents that “you can’t force 
people to work if they decide not to go,” becomes 
untenable. If a man does not want to work under 
what are generally acceptable conditions he can 
always choose to quit. 

But these things are for later. 

First must be found a formula for settlement 
of the current crisis. Reasonable men can find the 
answers. And reasonable men can devise safe¬ 
guards against immoderate demands and abuses in 
all industry, and thus ensure the continuity of ser¬ 
vice, production and prosperity. 

Canadians would redly with rejoicing to the 
statesman who proclaimed such a goal. 


Detente in Danger

T MUST BE A LITTLE di^ncerting to those 
who have eu'gued in the past with such assur¬ 
ance that the ^viet Union, above all things, de¬ 
sires peaceful coexistence in the world when they 
read quotations from the Russian press that the 
policy of peace is no more than “a strategic ploy” 
in a continuing ideological war. 

At the same time, and in defiance of Ki-emlin 
orders to hold his tongue, the Soviet scientist An¬ 
drei Sakharov told western newsmen that credits 
and technological assistance offered from a dozen 
non-communist sources arfe likely to result in the 
military strengthening of the U.S.S.R. and the en- 
coui'agement of its wider authoritarian role. 

The official military mouthpiece of the Soviet 
Union, Red Star observes: “The complex and dif¬ 
ficult problem of nuclear disarm 2 unent cannot t3e 
solved as long as the aggressive forces of imperial¬ 
ism remain active. As long as this is the case it is 
necessary to be ready to wage war with any mili¬ 
tary means.” 

It must be a matter of some disappointment, if 
not of alarm, that Red Star still sees threats of an 
expanding imperialism in the western world and is 
prepared to support the use of nuclear weapons to 
resist it. No other interpretation can be accepted. 

Only ware of liberation or against reactionary 


aggression, wars continuing a policy of protection 
of revolutionary conquests, of the freedom and in¬ 
dependence of the peoples, or a war for the protec¬ 
tion of socialism and communism, are just ware. 
This is Red Star theory; and as such it justifies 
armed action in a very broad field. 

Paul Wohl, a well-informed commentator, 
writes: Red Star also “acknowledges the growing 
military power of the armed forces of the Soviet 
Union.” 

For example, Soviet “garrison” forces in East 
Germany have just been reinforced with 500 heavy 
tanks. And it is admitted that there has been a 50 
per cent increase in the strength of the tactical Red 
air force and the establishment of huge new ammu¬ 
nition depots in Central Europe. 

Why should the armed forces of the Soviet 
Union have been increased from 2,423,000 in Nikita 
Khinshchev’s time to more than 3,500,000 today? 

Because Russia, along with Red Star, believes 
with the Roman Publilius Syrus, “We should pro¬ 
vide in peace what we need in war.” 

It is something the same as the policy advocat¬ 
ed by Theodore Roosevelt about talking softly and 
carrying a big stick. 

Only the Russians don’t talk softly.

Legislation for the protec¬ 
tion of individual privacy in 
the advanced electronic age 
has been introduced by tlie 
Canadian federal government. 
With recent advances in sui*- 
veiliance techniques, "it has 
become possible for anyone to 
penetrate the privacy of of¬ 
fices and homes and to listen 
in to conversations,” the Min¬ 
ister of Justice, Otto Lang, 
has told the House of Com¬ 
mons. The right to privacy in 
these areas "has to be recog¬ 
nized and protected from in¬ 
vasion." 

Federal legislation is ex¬ 
pected to cover the security of 
information stored in com¬ 
puter data banks and tlie 
right of individuals to inspect 
data on their personal com¬ 
puter files. The proposed leg¬ 
islation is viewed as Ottawa’s 
response to current unease on 
both sides of tlie Atlantic 
about recent technological and 
business developments in these 
sphe^. Four of Canada’s 10 
provinces have already mo¬ 
ved to protect the consumer 
from malpractises by compu¬ 
terized private information 
agencies reporting on individ¬ 
ual credit ratings. The others 
are likely soon to follow suit. 
However, there are simulta- 
. neous moves for the establish¬ 
ment of a central data bank 
for the storage of patient pre¬ 
scription profiles. 


The launching of Da- 
taroute, the first microwave 
highway in the sky for com- 
municataon ’by computers link¬ 
ing 11 major Canadian 
centres across 3,000 miles. ' 
has intensified concern and 
debate over the practical and 
ethical aspects of handling 
personal information by giant 
data banks whose services 
have become instantly avaU- 
able to even thej^allest op¬ 
erators. 

Tliis commercial, continent- 
\ride digital data com¬ 
munication system, erected 
by Trans-Canada Telephone 
System last spring, will be ex¬ 
tended to all the major Cana¬ 
dian cities by the end of the 
year. It cuts transmission 
chaiges drastically and offers 
immense benefits to business 
by providing access to sophis¬ 
ticated computer services 
available elsewhere. Small 
computer operators are thus 
given a chance to link their 
equipment to vast data banks, 
periiaps thousands of miles 
away at a modest cost, taking 
advantage of their informa¬ 
tion retrieval swvioes. 

Ottawa’s Protection of Pri¬

criminal sanctions against 
and provide for the recovery 
of substantial damages from 
anyone unlawfully recoixiing 
private information by elecro- 
magnetic,. acoustic or me¬ 
chanical devices. Similarly, 
anyone revealing information 
obtained unlawfully would be 
guilty of an offence. The bill 
would not prevent monitoring 
by the stale. 


Further federal legislation 
is foresliadowed by the recent 
publication of a Green Paper 
on computer communications, 
intended as an "expi*ession of 
government tliinking which 
will develop into concrete po- 
icies after appropriate consul¬ 
tation with the provinces ind 
the private sector." The docu¬ 
ment concludes tliat people 
have a basic right to know the 
content of tlieir computerized 
files and that those handling 
sensitive information should 
be professionally qualified. It 
also calls for maximum Cana¬ 
dian influence and control 
over the domestic computer 
communications field as a key 
area of industrial and social 
activity — a vital issue for a 
country whose industry is 
largely owned by foreign in¬ 
terests. 

The provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Quebec 
have meanwhile enacted and 
Ontario has just introduced 
legislation regulating tlie ac¬ 
tivities of consumer repoiiing 
agencies. One important fea-

• cemed organizations and indi¬ 
viduals across the Atlantic, is 
provision enabling the coh- 
sumer to answer back — and 
to compel reporting agencies 
to correct erroneous personal 
data stored in computers.

The Health Protection 
Branch of the federal depart¬

A spokesman for the Cana¬ 
dian Pharmaceutical Associa¬ 
tion explains that toe comput¬ 
er ailready used by toe Univer¬ 
sity Hospital of Saskatoon au¬ 
tomatically puts a stop on 
orders when patients attempt 
to cheat by duplicating pre¬ 
scriptions or when the pre¬ 
scribed drugs would conflict 
with other drugs taken or 
with the patient’s recorded al¬ 
lergies. One reason to store 
all patient prescription files in 
a single computer is the rela¬ 
tively high rate of the general 
mobility of the Canadian pop¬ 
ulation. The establishment of 
a single computerized system 
of data storage would elimi¬ 
nate -otherwise inevitable 
delays in tlie transfer of phar¬ 
maceutical (and conceivably 
other medical) records.

An advanced exper¬ 
iment caiTied out by the .Uni¬ 
versity of Toremto i*ecently de- 
’nvxistrated tiiat i^annacists 
could receive tlie required in¬ 
formation on patients within 
five seconds, flashing back by 
computer at a cost of up to 
15c per call. One major Cana¬ 
dian hospital has already 
computeiized all its patient 
piescription profiles. 


Additional Information like¬ 
ly to be recorded in computer 
files and re-checked at each

World Opinion Swings to Whale Conservation

“Three J^>anese fishing 
compani^ are trylng'tdr dic- 
tate whaling policy to the 
worW.” 

Strong words, spoken by an 
observer who, time and again 
at meetings of the Interna¬ 
tional Whaling Commission 
(IWC), has heard Japanese 
officials demand that their 
ships be allowed to kill thou¬ 
sands of whales — many of 
which are threatened species. 

Only t)vo nations — Japan 
and tte Soviet Union — now 
conduct pelagic (deep-sea) 
whaling. ]^tween them they 
will kill roughly 85 per cent of 
the 37,500 whales W’hich the 
IWC says can be taken from 
the world’s seas in 1974. 

Each will take about an 
equal number, Soviet whalers 
L*. concentrating on oil-producing 
whales, Japanese gunners 
hunting down meat-producing 
whales. 

The remaining “harvest” 
will be culled by whalers of 
Norway, Iceland, Canada, 
Peru, Australia, South Africa, 
and some other countries, 
operating in small killer ships 
which intercept migrating 
whales near coastal waters 
and haul the catch to shore- 
based factories. 

The United States, home of 
the CHice-famed' Nantucket 
and New Bedford, Mass?, 
whalers, today does no whal¬ 
ing. In 1971 the U.S. govern¬ 
ment cancelled the last whal¬ 
ing license and banned the 
importation of whale prod¬ 
ucts. 

Indeed, the United States 
has taken the lead in pressing 
— so far unsuccessfully —^ for 
a 10-year moratorium on the 
killing of all whales, to allow 
s depleted stocks of the giant

A three-fourths vote is need¬ 
ed to pass the moratorium 
measure, so whales will con¬ 
tinue to be killed. But slowly 
international sentiment is 
shifting away from exploita¬ 
tion of the world’s largest 
mammals, toward saving 
them from extinction. I 

Lii^ited steps of progress 
have been notched. By inter¬ 
national agreement, there is a 
total ban on killing blue, 
humpback, grey, r^t and 
bowhead whales. Quotas on 
the fin whale, a threatened 
species still hunted, have been 
reduced, largely at U.S. insis¬ 
tence and in the face of Japa-, 
nese opposition. | *

On sperm whales (Moby 
Dick, the white whale of Her¬ 
man ^felviUe’s novel, was a 
sperm), there was loss and 
gain. FVjrmerly a sperm in 
pelagic waters had to be at 
least 38 feet long to be legally 
killed, and 35 feet in coastal 
seas. Now the limit is 30 feet 
everywhere. 

In the Southern Hemi¬ 
sphere, 8,000 male sperm and 
5,000 females may be taken in 

1974, the same number as last 
year, and in tiie North Pacific 
6.000 males end 4,000 females. 
(Southern Hemisphere in¬ 
cludes Antarctic sperm, plus 
those caught in coastal waters 
by Australian andd Soudi Afri¬ 
can whalers.) 

Pointing out that whales 
live and travel in separate 
stocks, the U.S. delegation 
proposed that die Antarctio 
Ocean be divided into nine div¬ 
isions, “based on nine sepa¬ 
rate sticks of sperm which had 
been observed.”

Under the Old' roles, ob¬ 
served Talbot, “one or more 
particular stocks could be 
overfished," without exceed¬ 
ing the general quota. When 
Russia and Japan opposed the 
U.S. suggestion, the IWC com¬ 
promised by dividing the Ant¬ 
arctic into three areas for 
quota purposes. 

“The observer scheme is 
working,” remarked Talbot, 
referring to an IWC decision 
last year to station observers 
on whaling ships and at shore- 
based factories to report in¬ 
fractions of IWC decisions. 


“In both oceai^” said Tal¬ 
bot, “there are Japanese ob¬ 
servers on Russian ships and 
vice versa. U.S. observers are 
at Japanese shore statiMis” 
and the Australians and South 
Africans exchange observers 
at each other’s whale factor¬ 
ies on shore. 

The observers appear to be 
objective. But both Japan and 
the Soviet Union threatened at 
London to exclude efeservers 
from their pelagic fleets, if 
their quota demands were not 
met. 

Members have 90 days in 
which to register “reserva¬ 
tions,” after votes are taken. 
If Tokyo and Moscow do not 
object to the June annual 
meeting decisions by the end 
of September, they are moral¬ 
ly — though not legally — 
bound to opey IWC decisions. 

Intransigence /of Japanese 
delegates did more than 
“American agressiveness” to 
undermine Japan's position at 
the IWC meeting dn June, said 
Talbot. “Only public <vinicm,” 


he stressed, “can be a real 
sanction on Japan.” 

The Japanese, defen^ng 
their stance, claim that their 
whaling fleets provide 20 to 40 
per cent of all red meat 
“grown in Japan.” (Whales, 
being mammals, have red 
meat.) 

American analysts dispute 
this claim, asserting that per¬ 
haps “1 per cent of the total 
protein intake” of the Japa¬ 
nese people comes fr^ 
whales. 

Japan's three major whal¬ 
ing firms, which also operate 
fishing fleets, gross $120 mil¬ 
lion yearly from their whaling 
operati(^, according to Japa¬ 
nese figures, and offer work 
to 50,000 families. 

Now that substitute oils 
have been developed, the 
value of whale oil as a fine 
lubricant diminishes. The So¬ 
viets still use whale odl and 
grind up the meat to feed 
sables, raised for fur. 

But mankind's major use of 
these magnificent mammals 
— possessed of a complex lan¬ 
guage sung in haunting melo¬ 
dies far beneath the waves — 
is to turn their meat into dog 
and cat food. 

To preserve whales, crea¬ 
tures whose benevolence and 
intelligence mankind is just 
begimung^i^o discover, is 
worthy in itself, But Talbot 
and other scientists cite the 
role, so far little known, that 
whales undoubtedly play in 
the “ocean ecosystem." 

Experts agree that the giant 
blue whale, the largest living 
creature the world has known 
and the t(^ prize of earlier 
generations of whalers, is so 
depleted in stock that its sur¬ 
vival remains in doubt- 

The Antarctic fin is down to 
“one-fifth or less” of its origi¬ 
nal numbers. Populations of 
sperm and sei have been cut 
perhaps in half, as modern 
killer ships, guided by sonar 
and armed with explosive 
harpoon guns, track down the 
stocks. 

Generally speaking, de¬ 
clared Talbot, our “marine 


resources are in worse shape 
than other living resources, 
because they are common to 
all” — not naticmally owned, 
and no internationad law of 
marine management yet 
exists. 

"Under the best of our al¬ 
leged management,” he went 


on. “species after species has 
gone down the drain.” He 
cited the overfishing of-ancho- 
vies, whose virtual disappear¬ 
ance off th^ Peruvian c6|st 
set off a chain reaction, af¬ 
fecting millions of human' 
beii^s. 

“We must,” stressed Tal¬ 


bot, “develop a way to man¬ 
age world resources. Whales 
offer peiiiaps the best pilot 
species, the thin edge of the 
wedge, to dramatize the situa¬ 
tion. 

“If we cannot do it with 
whales,” he declared, “we 
cannot do it at all.”

BHP lost 14 Australian cents 
to close at $7-90 while CRA 
tumbled 80 Australian cents to 
$5.80.

Some sportsmen — fishermen and cancers — did find a 
way through the gate to Twaddle Lake, this year declared a 
fly-fishing-only lake, but they were accosted by an officious 
Tahsis Co. representative who demanded to know how they 
got in there.

With the current rain all logging gates should be open for 
the opening of grouse season on Saturday, and indications are 
it should be a good year for grouse shooters. 


Of special interest to waterfowl shooters is an announce¬ 
ment from tlie Superior Steel Ball Company of Connecticut 
that it is “now In a position to supply enough non-toxic steel 
shot to permit the closing of the atlantic flyway to lead shot 
for waterfowl hunting in the 1974-75 season. 

Sportsmen, firearms and ammunition manufacturers, 
government wildlife agencies and conservationists have for 
some years been seeking a substitute for lead shot, because 
so many puddle ducks die each year from lead poisoning by 
spent shot they pick up from the bottom of marshlands and 
ponds. 

But research to date hasn't shown that steel shot will be 
that much more effective. There are still many conflicting 
ideas about the answer to the lead poisoning problem. 

Superior has been working with U.S. and Canadian am¬ 
munition manufacturers on non-toxic steel shot since June of 
197U and has supplied the shot for pilot test research. 

Superior says that it has tooled up one of its plants, so 
that within 60 days of the issuance of a directive banning lead 
shot from a flyway, it could be producing 300,000 pounds of 
steel shot a month, and this could be stepped up to 900.000 
pounds a month, or 10 million pounds annually. 


Good news for Albemi Inlet sports fishermen is an an¬ 
nouncement from MacMillan Bloedei that it will spend 
million on new log bundling and handling equipment, in its 
continuing program to clear coastal waterways of drifting 
and partly sunken logs, known as deadheads.

Bow-hunting only season continues throughout the season 
just like the opening hour of rifle shooting season for deer, 
says Bill Mewhort of Gold River. 

“The deer aren't spooked by gun shots when you use bow 
and arrow,” says Mewhort. 

“We shot an arrow at one deer shortly after the season 
opened in the Nimpkish country Saturday, and we missed. 
Just 150 yards further along we spotted another buck quietly 
browsing,’’ he said. 

His partner Peter Szarka fired off one arrow at that buck 
and it fell six feet short. He fired a second arrow for a clean 
kill through the heart. “It was a big spike,’’ said Mew’hort. 

Mewhort enjoyed walking quietly through the bush with 
his bow and arrow. “I saw 51 deer on Saturday and 38 on 
Sunday,” he said. It is certain that after the first hour of rifle 
shooting on the Sept 8 opening day the deer won’t stick 
around to be seen. 

He said 60 per cent of the deer he saw were does and 
fawms and 40 per cent were bucks. About 80 per cent of the 
bucks were two-pointers and spikes. 

At least six bucks were checked through Canadian Forest 
Products gates on opening day of archery season.

He Can Buy a Home on CP Pay

Ian Clark and his wife Car>’l don't ;see 
very much of their little daufihf?!* these days. 

It isn’t by choice that they have two-year- 
old Tammy looked alter by a neighbor while 
tliey both work — it’s economic necessity. 

Clark, a trailer-truck driver with CP 
Transport for 3’4 years, is one of the 56.000 
non-operating raih^ymen on strike in Cana¬ 
da. His wages haven’t been enough even lo 
allow him to apply for a mortgage on his own 
to buy a house. - 

Clark is earning top rates in his category 
— $3.54 an hour — which gives him lake- 
home pay of about %\22 a If bp> 

lucky, he’ll add $‘20 or so to th^^ workihg 
overtime, and if he can’t get tlie o^rtinie^ 
hd'll get a part-time job. ^^ 

At that, he’s better off than other wiMkers 
a pickup and delivery truck worker will 
take home about $112 a week, and a warehou¬ 
seman will get less than that.

One of tlie Hungs thal bothers him is that 
if he worked for one of the |)riva(e freight 
companies, such as Capital tVeightways. he 
would Iw covered by a Teamster contract 
v\hich wiuld give Him $2 an hour more than 
his ffresent wages. 

“CP charges the game h'eighl rates that 
these private outfits do. Surely they can pay 
■the same wages,” he says. 

“At one time you could be proud to work 
for CP — you felt there was a little prestige 
to the .iob. It’s a pity there aren’t Vnough 
small companies for us all to quit and woric 
for them.” 

All tlic same. Clark is a determined young 
)f(an ^ determined to make a good home tor 
pis smaH,jdaughter. 

He vsorks as much overtime as he can, 
buys meat when prices are marked down for 
quick sales and grows his own garden. ) 

■’.Most of us have our wives working. 
have tn if we want to have a house, pay the 
hills, and e.Nisl. But it is e.vistence. It’s not 
really living.” 


His wife first went to work part-time as a 
clerk at Safeway when Clark’s income was 
loo low to qualify for NHA moi'tgage money 
Clark needed to buy a home in Sidney. 

■•They won’t let >t>u spend more than 25 
per cent of yoijr income on a mortgage, so 
we added her money to mine to bring the in¬ 
come up high enough to get this place.” 

His wife’s hourly rate now exceeds 
Clark’s, but she still works only part-time. 

As a Safeway clerk she is paid $4.95 an 
hour — with an increase to $5.50 due soon. 

“Now that we're on strike, my wife is put¬ 
ting in more hours at Safeway,** sflld Clark. 
”I figure I can hold on as long as ncces- 
sai-y." (

uutsidc jobs arc par for the coui'se for 
many CP employees. 

Peter Ctibson. for e.xample. of 1787 Kmer- 
son, who is a claims clerk with CP Trans¬ 
port. worked for years as a bartender when 
he was raising his family. 


“Now my son is working for MacMillan 
Rloedel as a draftsman, and his wages are 
higlier than mine and my wife’s combined.” 

Gibson has been with Canadian Pacific for 
34 years. 

Jim Atkins, of 1739 Christmas. Saanich, is 
a clerk accountant who has been with the 
company 33 years. 

“I have a house of my own, but only 
because I got a legacy,” he says. 

"When the children were young, my wrife 
stayed home, apd we just went without,” he 
said. 

"I used to wwk one day a week for anoth¬ 
er company, as well as the five da^t widi 
CP. to get by. 

■'The boys wanted bicycles, and so they 
got paper routes and bought their own. 

“W’e rarely go out soci^y — there’s just , 
noi much money. ' 

“When we do go out. I don’t tell people 
where I work. I’ve got so that I’m ashamed 
of it. When people hear what our wages aVe, 
they just don't believe it.”

Over the past two years, a 
private citizens’ group called 
the Saanich Peninsula Agri¬ 
cultural and Recreational As¬ 
sociation, attempted to obtain 
financial support for a simi¬ 
lar. but lai'ger project. 

The association tried rais¬ 
ing the necessary money 
through a debenture sale but 
tlie scheme failed.

Ford^s Latest Idea 
Harks Back to 1925

Thero were some signs of progress in 
things automotive Tuesday morning - but 
not all that many. 

Back in 1925, Dr. Peny Doolltllc dipped 
the rear wheels of a brand new 1926 Ford 
Model T into the Atlantic waves on a beach 
near Halifax. 

Tuesday. Bruce McDonald dipped the rear 
wheels of a beautifully restored 1926 Ford 
Model T into the Pacific waves at James Bay 
Anglers’ Association boat ramp. 

Doolittle and two other adventurers. J. L. 
S. Scrymgeour and Edw'ard Flickengcr. tlien 
drove west for 4,800 miles to Vancouver and 
dipped the front vyhecls of their car into the 
Pacific — the first time anybody had driven 
across Canada. 

Today, lots of people have a crack al it. 
For instance, three boys on bicycles complet¬ 
ed a similar trip Monday. 

McDonald had no matching plans he 
was there with his car to add local color as 
two 1974 Ford Mustang IIs and two Mercury 
Cougars started a 4.800-miIe re-enactment, 
this time from west to cast, and this time 
including Vancouver Island and New¬ 
foundland. 

The Doolittle party took 40 days for its 
trip — which included driving for about 800 
miles on railway tracks by using special 
flanged wheels. There was no Trans-Canada 


Highway in those days — and often just two 
ruLs across the Prairies. 

The present-day Ford party plans to tak* 
•* .38 days. The drivel's won’t have to take to the 
rails this time, but it is a fact they could like¬ 
ly cover most of the route that way because 
ihe trains aron’l running these days. 

The Doolittle tripr was hailed at the lime 
ns a dramatic demonstration of the need for 
a cross-lhe-nation highway. However, it 
wasn’t until 1962 thal the road was officially 
opened al the Rogers Pass. 

Tuesday, cameras were on hand to record 
the start of the 1973 saga, just as they Were 
48 years ago in Halifa.x. 

But it was a close call. P'ord public rela¬ 
tions man Tony ?'redo of Oakville, Ont.. had 
..Hist -taken his mn-ie camera out of his brief¬ 
case when somebody wheeled into the area 
and smashed the case under his bumper. 

Doolittle, who was 64 when he made the 
epic journey, was president of the Canadian 
Automobile Association. On hand Tuesday to 
drive one of tlie 1974 cars from the ramp to 
Mile Zero on Dallas Road was Ted Paxton of 
Vancouver, president of the Canadian Au¬ 
tomobile Association — and also, incidental¬ 
ly. of the B.C.A.A. 

Also taking part in the short drive to Mile 
Zero were P’bi'd President Roy Bennett. Pro¬ 
vincial Secretary Ernie Hall. Mayor Peter 
Pollen twho is also the president of a Vic¬ 
toria Ford agency) and P'rank Carson, pres¬ 
ident of the Mercury agency. (See oUier 
story on Page 9.)

Called RSVP, the new con¬ 
sumer^ service of Canada’s 
major appliance industry 
promises fast and fair action 
to customers who have genu¬ 
ine complaints thal aren’t 
being dealt with satisfactorily' 
by dealers. 

Introductory literature sent 
to the Better Business Bureau 
by the Canadian Appliance 
Mamifaeturers’ Association 
says that householders some¬ 
times feel they don’t receive 


fair play from their appliance 
riealea*s and, In desperation, 
turn to an mieresled third 
party. 

"I’suallj’. the thii“d party is 
a newspaper ‘action line’ oi' a 
chapter of the consumer’ as¬ 
sociation." the brochure say.s. 

The new service, it says 
works like this: 

"The householder merely 
has to document his com¬ 
plaint aecurately and mail it 
to the designated executive of 
the manufacturer involved. 

“Within two weeks of the 
receipt of his complaint, a 
manager will contact him in 
his owri home and explain 
whether there is feything fur¬ 
ther the manufacturer will do 
in faii'ness to all concerned.” 


The new service w’lll deal 
wMh consumer complaints 
abcnit refrigerators, freezers, 
ranges, w-ashers and drj’ers, 
dishwa.shers and air condi- 
tionere. but not portable appli¬ 
ances or home-eniertainmenl 
products.

Curio Prices Run Wild

HONG K0NG Unless he 
was soundly "taken.’’ any 
.\merican who bought Chinese 
curios for plea.sure or profit in 
Hong Kong last year or earli¬ 
er is entitled to view his pur- 
t ha.ses with smug satisfac¬ 
tion. 

Prices for "antiques" 
almost anything made licfore 
19-19. when the Communists 
look over China which have 
steadily increased in the last 
la or 20 years rocket ted si» 
sharply inside China and in 
Hong Kong early this summer 
ihai a number of the colony’s 
dealers have injshed away on 
purchasing trips to the United 
States. 

Some weeks ago a well 
known curio dealer here flew 
to New York and Boston, 
where he spent $300,000 on as¬ 
sorted jades and i^rcelains. 
some of which he had himself 
previously sold to American 
outlets. He 'brought them b’i- 
umphantly l>ack to the colony, 
confident that he could sell 
them at a . hparl-warming 
profit or hold them for bigger 
returns in ihe future. 

As a matter of fad, within 
a few days after hi.s I'Cturn. 
another Hong Kong dealer 
gave him alvHit S24.O0O for 
one of the items, an eight-inch 
jade irK'ence burner, for 
which he had |>aid only SS.IKK) 
in the U.S. 

He is now back in America. 


c-onTmissioned by one of Hong 
Kong’s most fabulous Chinese 
millionaires to spend $3 mil¬ 
lion on curios, some of which 
will not be displayed until 
profits and prices climb much 
higher. 

Sonie merchants buy Qii- 
ncse Communist goods in 
Hong Kong or on individual 
ii'lps into ^ina. But Peking’s 
prices are set and major 
transactions arc initialed, if 
not completed, a! the month¬ 
long autumn spring trade 
fairs in Canton, when tens of 
ihousands of visitors frdm all 


over the world buy everything 
from medicinal dried cen¬ 
tipedes to minerals and tex¬ 
tiles. 

It was no secret in Hong 
Kong that this spiing’.s pur¬ 
chases would cost more than 
last fall’s. China clearly need¬ 
ed foreign exchange to Imy 
such items as wheat, air¬ 
planes. and machinery. 

B u t neither Japanese. 
American, nor Hong Kong 
dealers were prepared for the 
fair’s fantastic price in¬ 
creases, from 50 to 1,000 per 
cent, on curios.

Because they dwi’t want to 
offend Peking, their major 
source of suiq^ly for run-of- 
the-mill curios, or scare away 
any potential customers. 
H^g Kong dealers — indeed, 
dealers of most nationalities 
- hesitate to state frankly 
how much their costs and 
prices have increased. 

However, it is safe to say 
that curios from China have. 
In the last six months, gone 
up from 50 to 1,100 ipcr cent, 
with jade increases the most 
shocking. One Kuropcan 
dealer’s estimate that "any¬ 
thing good and really old is 
now two or thi'ee times more 
expensive than it w'as a year 
ago" is a conservative state¬ 
ment. Since, except for spe¬ 
cial categories.

Beef Supply Uncertain 
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Human Rights Act ‘Ineffective 


A brief in Nv^iich the British 
Columbia Human Rights Act 
is termed "weaic and Ineffec¬ 
tive” was studied by Labor 
Minister Bill King and B.C. 
director of human rights 
Kathleen Ruff this week. 

The 13-page brief drawTi up 
by the Victoria Voice of 
Women and Victoria Labor 
Council said the act was too 
weak because “there are too 
many ways for employers to 
avoid justice due to the tech¬ 
nicalities of the law.” 

And the act Is Ineffective, 
the brief states, because “the 
act is deliberately discrimi¬ 
natory in those it chooses to 
piotect.”

representative Mary Beards- 
mo^e and labor council secre¬ 
tary Larry Ryan touched on 
the “gaps”, in the existing act 
including the need for an om¬ 
budsman. 

They recommend the ap¬ 
pointment of an ombudsman 
to act as a bridge between in¬ 
dividual citizens and the ac¬ 
tions taken by government ad¬ 
ministrators. 

TTie ombud.sman's role 
would give citizens who have 
been subjected to administra¬ 
tive abuses a means to 
present their grievances to an 
influential and independent of¬ 
ficial.

It asks that Ms. Ruff be 
provided with more trained 
staff to participate in educa¬ 
tional functions and more 
funds be allocatod to imple¬ 
ment it.

IKJt to King and Ms. Ruff 
asked: Would the government 
opt for an cnti*enched bill of 
rights within the constitution 
of Canada? 

“Sucdi a position would meet 
with our approval,” Ryan 
said. 

Ryan said one o( the com¬ 
plaints against the previous 
Social Credit government was 
that it claimed jurisdiction 
over human rights while fail¬ 
ing to do much to ensure their 
enforcement. 

The weakness in the Human 
Rights Act. says Ryan, is that 
"a legislature has such awe¬ 
some fKjwcr over what we call 
fundamental rights and 
makes us feel a litUe un¬ 
easy.” 


Ryan asked King if these 
rights should not be en¬ 
trenched in Canada's constitu¬ 
tion away from the the hands 
of a legislative assembly? 

“This appears to us to be 
the important question,” he 
said. 

Rv an adds, until 
we kn^ the government’s 
stand on the question of en¬ 
trenchment we shall continue 
tf) press for amendments to 
the B.C. legislation. 

Other changes were urged 
tff improve the rights of In¬ 
dians, working poor, unem¬ 
ployed, elderly, welfare recip¬ 
ients, and children whose 
parents cannot adequately 
provide for them.

In Schools 
Under Fire 


“Female stereotyping” in 
the schools system has come 
4^ under fire from Victoria 
Status of Women Action 
Group in a brief to the British 
Columbia commission on edu¬ 
cation. 

In presenting eight recom¬ 
mendations, the group says it 
risks being criticized for hav¬ 
ing sexist attitudes. 

“But to rectify the inequali¬ 
ties existing at present, this is 
the approach we have decided 
upon.” tlie brief states. 

The recommendations, sev¬ 
eral of them based on the 
report of the royal commis¬ 
sion on the status of women, 
have been prepared, the 
group says, to encouurage less 
stereotyping of sex roles and 
to give female students 
peater career scope. 

Views Coincide 

The group wants to ask 
John Bremer, B.C.’s chief 
commissioner of education, 
whether his views coincide 
with theirs. Bremer was 
named in February by Educa¬ 
tion Minister Eileen Dailiy, to 
head a review of all aspects 
of schooling in the province. 

“We are all too aware of 
many Injustices and problems 
arising in the present factory 
school system and the difficul¬ 
ties encountered by children 
whose needs are not met but 
we will confine our remarks 
almost exclusively to female 
stereotyping,” the brief stales 
in its preamble. 

Curriculum 

The brief calls for curricu¬ 
lum changes that would ex¬ 
pose students to a wide range 
of manual skills and crafts at 


‘VgB levels. 


Backing up the royal com¬ 
mission recommendation that 
the provinces adopt textbooks 
that portray women, as well 
as men, in diversified roles 
and occupations, Victoria 
S.W.A.G. also suggests that 
secondary schools be supplied 
with specific study materials 
related to women. 

Equal opportunity for girls 
in athletic programs is also 
urged. 

Image Needed 

Dealing with distribution of 
teachers by sex in B.C. 
schools, the brief says: "Chil¬ 
dren need, and should receive 
positive images of both sexes 
at all levels of education.” 

Ir recommends that the de¬ 
partment encourage school 
boards to revise hiring prac¬ 
tices to ensure “a more equi¬ 
table distribution of male and 
female teachers at all levels 
of teaching and administra¬ 
tion.” 

True Models 

The group also recommend.s 
use of advisors and resource 
people from the community at 
large, from a diversity of 
backgrounds and training “so 
that the modclp are more con¬ 
sistent with die true capabili¬ 
ties of women.” 

Dianne Grimmer. S.W.A.G. 
president, said there are no 
public hearings scheduled 
where the brief could be pre¬ 
sented. 

“We want the entire educa¬ 
tion system re-oriented so 
girls will be given the whole 
spectrum in choosing a career 
rather than a conservative 
choice of marriage and a 
homemaker," Ms. Grimmer 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
feminist author says oi>ix>> 
nents of women’s rights have 
used “Watergate-type sabo¬ 
tage” against the women's 
movement. 

Betty Friedan si^oke Mon¬ 
day to about 200 persons 
maricing the 54th anniversary 
of women’s suffrage in the 
United States. 

Mrs. Friedan said those 
seeking to prevent ratification 
of the fed^al Equal RiidRs 
Amendment had used “Water¬ 
gate-type sabotage” against 
the women’s movement, 
which lent its backing to the 
measure. She cited no names. 

After women’s groups 
emerged as a significant polit¬ 
ical factor “we had saboteurs, 
stolon lists, doctored recoid.s, 
whole bunches o< dirty 
tricks.” 

“Meetings in state after 
state were immobilized or 
disrupted by a strange pat¬ 
tern. which sowed suspicion, 
alienation, polarization, para¬ 
lysed leadership, prevented 
action from taking place. 

“I called it at the time an 
'invisible brake’ and before 
we knew about Watergate it 
made no political sense.”

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Great Fishing Spot—If You Live 


The big Chinooks have ar¬ 
rived at the Nitinat Bar but 
anglers should be warned that 
it is very dangerous water to 
fish. 

Louis Biczo and J. L. Peter¬ 
son hit it lucky at the bar last 
week with herring as bait. 
Biggest was Peterson’s 40.6 
pounder. 

The bpr is at the bottom of 
Nitinat^Lake, but to get to it, 
anglers have to go through a 
narrow channel that is 
blocked by a difficulMo- 
navigate whirlpool at certain 
tides. 

Once through channel, 
the bar is about 100 yards out 
and is easily spotted by the 
breaking surf, which some¬ 
times is big enough to sink a 
tug — and has. 

To fish the bar. anglers use 
about a pound of wei^t, 
bounce it on the bottom and 
fish with lures about 20 feet 
from the -weight. They fish 
against the tide, holding still 
while their lure gets its action 
from the pull of the tide. 

If they develop engine prob¬ 
lems, they can be in Dig trou¬ 
ble, and if they go across the 
bar In slack water, they may 
have trouble getting back 
across die bar at a different 
tide, without being swamped. 

There is tricky Canoe Pas¬ 
sage on the right, before you 
hit the bar on the way out but 
this is Just a neirrow pass with 
a dangerous rock in the 
centre. You have to know 
your way through it but the 
Indians use it regularly in 
their dugout canoes when the 


surf is running over the bar.

Turns Off Northerner 




BAKER LAKE, N.W.T. 
(CP) — Wally Firth ia the 
firet native norUiemer ever 
;;;efected tp Parliament but he 
might not run again. 

‘•'Hiis has been the worst 
year that I’ve ever spent in 
my life," says the stocky, 
brush-cut Metis who won the 
vast Northwest Territories 
ridtng for the NDP last Oct. 
30. 

Running egain will depend 
on when a ne\v elccticm is 
called, says Firth. 

"I dwi’t enjoy being an MP 
at all. I didn’t e^ject to. But I 
have an obligation to sene a 
decent length of time." 

The .38 - yea^ - old Fort 
McPher^n native says he 
achieved his principal goal 
electncm ni^h^ by winning a 
House of Commons seat, 
"proving a n«.>rthemer could 
do it." 

"I wanted to encourage 
others and I think I’ve done 
that. Now I’d like to see some 
of them give it a try." 

With a minority Parliament 
an election could come any¬ 
time, but if none is called 
before the end of 1974. Firth 
saj’s he's "almost ceiiain" 
he’ll quit federal politics.

If it comes before the end of 
next year, he says he’d 
"pretty well have to run

He became both the first 
native and the first NDP can¬ 
didate to win a northern seat 
in Parliament. 


"I got a kit of satisfacticn 
out of that," he said during an 
interview in this Eskimo set¬ 
tlement 1,000 miles north 
Winnip^. 

But he dislikes the weather 
in Ottawa, the confinement of 
city life, the bureaucratic at¬ 
mosphere and the frustrations 
that confronft all MPs trying 
to look after their constitu¬ 
ents. 

The first thing to disillusion 
him after arriving was the 
all-party tradition of heckling 
that goes on during Commons 
pi-oceedings. 

"It's crazy as hell. It 
doesn’t help anyone or con¬ 
tribute a damn thing." 

But he has no personal com¬ 
plaints against any individual 
MP. In his own party, he says 
ihany members have gone out 
of their way to encourage 
him, including NDP Leader 
David Lewis. 

A grade-school dropout who 
con'qiletod his education by 
correspondence, he entered 
politics after woridng as a 
Hudson Bay Company clerk 
and manager, radio an¬ 
nouncer. game warden and 
native organizer. 



Borius Found <at Dig 


VANCOUVER (CP-) — A bonus 
discovery has been made at an ar¬ 
cheological dig started more than a 
year ago on the Musque 2 im Indian 
Reserve. 

•The dig was started originally as 
a salvage operation to recover ar¬ 
tifacts for the Musqueam band before 
the area wa§ taken over for housing.

Conflict Difficult To Prove: Lawyer 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
There will always be ways to 
evade even the toughest possi¬ 
ble legislation controlling con¬ 
flicts of interest by municipal 
officials, a Montreal lawyer 
said Tuesday. 

Yvon Denault. who has ex¬ 
tensive experience in munici- 
fial, law. told a Chadian Bar 
association panel session 
there are cases where every¬ 


one knows a conflict of inter¬ 
est exists. But the conflict 
cannot always be proven in 
court. / 

Most of the discussion 
centred on the new Ontario 
Municipal Code that provides 
for disclosure by members of 
councils and l«>cal boards of 
financial interest in matters 
before council. Officials are 
prevented from voting and at¬ 
tempting to influence voting. 

Disclosure is not sufficient, 
said Denault. "There are 


many ways a member can 
satisfy disclosure without the 
public really knowing what is 
going on." 

Judge John Sheehan, pres¬ 
ident of the Quebec municipal 
commission, doubted whether 
disclosure was woricable in 
the long run. "Any number of 
people who might comfortably 
disclose interest can do a lot 
of arm-twisting behind the 
scene." 

Denault asked wYiat would 
prevent a council from meet¬ 


ing at 8 a.m. "They could 
disclose all morning.’’ but the 
public wouldn’t be aware of 
what went on. However, pan¬ 
elists pointed out that the 
minutes of the meeting are 
available and local news¬ 
papers usually cover all coun¬ 
cil sessions. 

Denault said a council could 
meet for five consecutive 
nights, claiming there was a 
busy agenda. "By Friday 
night, they w^I have lost even 
the most faithful ratepayer 


and disclosure could then be 
made." 

Concern about conflict of in¬ 
terest is nothing new, said S. 
J. Safian of Regina, chairman 
of the bar association’s mu¬ 
nicipal law section. The latest 
cases refer to a case 120 years 
ago when the city of Toronto 
sued a mayor who acquired 
debentures at a discount w'hile 
in office. ^ 

"The courts will not allow 
anyone to put himself where 
interest and duty conflict," 
said Safian.

I told a story in this column 
about two girl stenographers 
in New York wlio threw up 
their jobs’ and went into the 
business of making dill 
pickles out of green beans. 

One of the girls a reel* 
pe for dilled whole beans in¬ 
herited from her New Eng¬ 
land grandmother, and this 
was used as the base for their 
venture. The pickled beans 
were packed and labelled at¬ 
tractively and were given an 
intriguing trade name — DlUy 
Beans — and met with an 
almost instantaneous accep¬ 
tance. 

The Smart Set In New York, 
Washington, White Sulphur 
Springs and Bar Harbor took 
to them in a big way, and it 
even became the “in” thing to 
serve a Dilly Bean in a mar¬ 
tini instead of an olive; you 
stir your drink with the wTiole 
pickled bean, then eat it as an 
appetizer. The dilled beans 
are very good with crackers 
and cheese, too, and as an ac¬ 
companiment for cold meat.

this arcle, quite a few folks 
wrote to me for ttie recipe. I 
didn't have one at the time, 
and said so in this column, 
whereupon I was deluged with 
old family recipes for dilled 
beans — all different! I had 
no way of knowing u*hich of 
these was the one used by the 
tw'o girls in their highly 
successful venture, but re¬ 
cently a reader who was bom 
and b'rought up in Bangor, 
Mai^ie, sent me one which she 
assures me is the authentic, 
traditional New England for¬ 
mula for DUly Beans. 

To start with, you’ll need a 
quantity of freshly picked 
young green beans, nice and 
straight, plump and crisp but 
not too bulgy with seeeds. 
Also some heads of dill, small 
hot red peppers either fresh 
or dried, garlic, vinegar, sail 
and water. 

The beans should be picked 
with a bit of stem attached to 


sene as a handle when eat¬ 
ing. Wash thorou^ly and 
blanch by dunking them in 
boiling water for two minutes, 
then pack them upright in 
sterlli^d jars with the stems 
uppermost. To each jar add 
one small red pepper, one 
sliver of garlic and one head 
of dill. 

Boil together equal parts 
cider vinegar and water, with 
one roimded teaspoonful of salt 
for each cupful of liquid, and 
add two more heads of dill. 
When boiling briskly, fi^ the 
dill heads out, then pour the 
Tiquid into the jars, filhng 
them to the very tc^. and seal 
at once. Your Dilly Beans will 
be ready to eat in two weeks. 

The same idea can be use<l 
for making whole dilled toma¬ 
toes, and this is a godsend in 
a way, for tomatoes must 
reach a certain stage in 
growth before they develop 
the ability to ripen, and the 


end of the season alwayi sees 
us with a lot of very small 
ones on our vines which can¬ 
not be ripened no matter how 
you ti'eat them. Tliese can bo 
pickled whole, making a very 
good and ^sty condiment. 

Pick off the stems, wash 
tliem well, and pack them 
into hot sterilized jars. Add a 
smalt head of dill, a sliver of 
garlic and one length of cel¬ 
ery stalk. Boil together 2 cups 
of water, 4 cups of vinegar, 
cup of salt and a couple more 
dill heads. Pick out the dill, 
pour the solution over the to¬ 
matoes, and seal. 

Those home gardeners who 
grow the little Yellow Pear 
tomato always find them¬ 
selves w'ltli an embarrassing 
quantity of small green fruits 
at the end of the season, for 
tliese bush-type plants bear so 
very heavily and continue to 
set fruit well into the fall. 
These tiny pear-shaped green 
tomatoes, not much bigger 
than a cherry, are especially 
good for pickling w'hole in this 
way.

To Aid Egypt Secrets Shielded from ‘Pro-Nazi’ King

The king of oil-nch Saudi Arabia has promised 
Egypt all the money it needs to continue the con- 
.. frontation with Israel, diplomatic sources in Cairo 
said Tuesday. 

Political sources in Cairo said the promised 
funds would offset the influence of Libyan money 
on Egyptian policy and put Egypt in the position of 
arbitrator between the militant Libyans and the 
more conservative Saudis. 

They said the meeting between Egyptian Pres¬ 
ident Anwar Sadat and Saudi Arabian King Faisal 
over the weekend was of “utmost impoilancfe” in 
Egypti’s effort to formulate a united strategy 
against Israel. 

Using Arab oil as a bai’gaining counter with 
the west is a key element of Sadat’s strategy. 


LONDON (UPI) — British 
historian George Bilainkin 
said ^^Jesday the late Duke of 
Windsor — the former King 
Edward VIII -- was “more 
responsible than any other 
person” for the outbreak of 
the SeccHid World War, the 
1^ fall of France and the de¬ 
struction of the British Em¬ 
pire. ' ■' * 

He said He first made the 
charge in a book entiUed Why 
France Fell — Four Guilty 
Britons” he wrote five years 
ago but the publication was 
suppressed. 

“The duke,” he said in a 


UPI'Inlerview, “was more re¬ 
sponsible than any other per¬ 
sonage for these events. My 
book wxiuld have given docu¬ 
mentary proof from archives 
in chanceries around western 
Europe and from conversa¬ 
tions with kings, presidents, 
prime ministers and ambas¬ 
sadors that Edward vm be- 
; trgyed t^e British cabinet and 
was inv*olved in socrel i^ou to 
link the British people with 
the Nazi regime in Ger¬ 
many.” 

Bilaintdn said the late Stan¬ 
ley Baldwin, British prime 
, minister when the Duke of 


Windsor was king, became so 
suspicious of the king’s “pro- 
German” agfayiUes that at the 
end of his short reign Baldwin 
forbade him to see top secret 
papers which normally would 
have been submitted to him. 

He said the archive materi¬ 
al he had discovered also 
showed that the king’s friend, 
' Mrs. 'WaUis, Warfield Slr^ 
son, whom he later marri^ 
after abdicating the throne, 
and her associates were under 
“day and night observation’* 
by the British Secret Service. 

Bilainkin charged that the

SALISBURY (Reuter) — 
Black African gueiTillas 
forced tJnt^c school teachers 
to stand in line and watch as 
they beat a headmaster to 
death at a black-only school 
in northeastern Rliodcsia on 
Saturday night, reliable sour¬ 
ces here reported Tuesday. 

The sources said five guer¬ 
rillas entered the .Mangare 
school in the Kandeya tribal 
trust land near Mount Darv^'in 
and dragged the headmaster, 
named Chipara, from his 
home. 

After forcing him to hand 
over books and money, they 
lined up three teachers — one 


of tlicm the hcaclmaslcr's 
younger brother — and beat 
Chipara to death. 

The three teachers were 
then released unharn^cd. 

The Kandeya area lies in a 
broad strip of tribal trust land 
between white-owned farming 
areas and the Mozambique 
border. Guerrilla activity has 
centred on this part of the 
country in recent months. 

Chipara was the 17lh black 
civilian to be murdered by 
guerrillas since a wave of at¬ 
tacks began late last year. 
Eight white civilians have 
alst) been killed.

Protest

DUNCAN — The Cowichan 
Indian Band and Council have 
agreed to support the pro¬ 
posed blockade of the Cow- 
ichan River by an Indian fish¬ 
ing right group after holding 
a last minute meeting Tues¬ 
day night with the protest 
leaders. 

ConsUuction will begin 
today on a fish weir which is 
expected to trap tlie salmon 
entering the river to spawn, 
and tlie demonstrators expect 
it to be operational “as early 
as possible.” 

The Cowichan Band Council 
originally did not support the 
protest as they claimed en¬ 
ough time had not been put 
into the planning, and prob¬ 
lems could arise if outsiders 
infilU'ated the demonstration. 
The council only decided to 
support it after more than 65 
per cent of the band members 
present at Che meeting voted 
in favour of it. The council 
and demonstrators botli 
agreed Indian fishing rights 
must be recognized. 

Indian leader Gordon El¬ 
liott. who organized the fish¬ 
ing demonstration, said the 
fear of violence erupting 
along the river was propagan-’ 
da. and the main purpose be¬ 
hind constructing ' the weir 
was to gain a negotiating 
point for talks with the feder¬ 
al fisheries department. 

"We are not preparing to 
create a violent situation and 
theic won’t be any need for 
anything other than talk,** 
said Elliott: .\nd there arc de¬ 
finitely no plans for accom¬ 
modating people u’ho are not 
salmon people.” 

Before Tuesday night’s 
meeting. Elliott had said he 
was prepared to Ifell the 
protest if the band would not 
support it. 

"My participation is resting 
on the balance of tonight's 
meeting." he said. "If the 
council saj’s "hands off” then 
there is no use pursuing the 
issue further.” 

After the result of the Tues¬ 
day evening vote, demon¬ 
stration v.as ‘‘definitely on.” 
he said. 

Work on the weir, which is 
the traditional Indian method 
of catching salmon, was to 
begin early this morning, but 
it is not expected to be com- j 
pleted today. A camp for can- | 
ning. smoking and drying 
salmon is also being es- | 
tablished by the group. Rea- j 
.son for the demonstration be- j 
sides re-establishing the tradi- j 
tional fishing methods, is to j 
open up treaty negotiations | 
between the government and ' 
the Indians to define fishing 
rights. 

"I’m operating on the a.s- 
sumption there have been no 
treaty agreements or if there 
have, they have been broken 
and are therefore invalid. 
What we want to do is open 
up negotiations for a treaty 
dated 1973," said Elliott. 

.Areas of tension between 
the Indians and the fisheries 
department revolve fii*st 
around recognition by the 
government that Indians have 
special fishing rights which 
are gradually being taken 
from them. 

Elliott saM Indians should 
he able to fish throughout the 
week without haiTassment by 
wardens. Currently Indians 
are allowed to fish only four 
days a week which Elliott 
claims is not sufficient to 
catch enough food for winter. 

He also said a community 
cannery and smokehouse 
should be set up on a perma¬ 
nent basis for preserving the 
,catch.^ and funds should be 
—w made available by the govern¬ 
ment for the establishment of 
fish hatcheries and for the 
training of native people to 
run them.

Rail Unions Warily Eye MPs’ Move 


OTTAWA (CP) - Railway 
union leaders Tuesday chart¬ 
ed a campaign to salvage the 
best possible deal from a re- 
called Parliament amid pre- 
dietiom that there is likely to 
be no resumption to rail ser¬ 
vice before Saturday at the 
earliest. 

the general conference 
committee of 56.000 non- 
operating rail workers an¬ 


nounced after ^an afternoon 
meeting that they would try 
in the next few days to con¬ 
vince MPs of the justice of 
the union cause. They also 
said they would wait to see 
the pru[x)sed legislation be- 
foi'e reacting to it. 

MPs began trickling back to 
the capital for the emergency 
parliamentary session as the 
cabinet met to thrash out the 


precise form of a bill de¬ 
signed to end the national 
strike. 

Richard Smith, chairman of 
the non-operating workers’ 
bargaining tcanf. said in an 
interview that the suggestion 
by Labor Minister Munro 
Monday that rail service 
could resume by Saturday or 
Sunday is overly optimistic. 

Smith and other union 


spokesmen noted that there is 
much dissatisfaction among 
railway workers who feel they 
are being unfairly legislated 
back to work. 

This unrest could lead some 
workers to stay off work for a 
time after Parliament passes 
the legislation, some union 
lead^fs say. That could mean 
delays in resumption of rail 
services. 


Union members say parlia¬ 
mentary intervention in the 
past has caused them to fall 
behind workers in similar oc¬ 
cupations. 

One area where the militan¬ 
cy is evident is among 
workers who operate the ferry 
service between New¬ 
foundland and Cape Breton. 
Despite a call from leaders in 
Ottawa for the employees to 


move stranded travellers as 
“an act of kindness,” the 
ferry workers have not re¬ 
turned to the job. 

Smith said the employees 
on the Newfoundland side of 
the Port aux Basques-North 
Sydney run are prepared to 
work but the Nova Scotian 
workers will not. 

In North Sydney. N.S., 
RCMP were called in Tuesday 
to help local iKtIioe clear a 


ti'affic jam created by irate 
travellers at this mainland 
terminal for the Newfound- 
iland ferry service. 

Police said pec^le stranded 
by the rail strike were using 
their cars to block exists from 
the terminal to North Sydney 
and nearby Sydney Mines. 

An estimated 1,000 person.^ 
are waiting for the ferries to 
resume service. 

In Toronto about 1,500 .strik¬ 


ing railmen marched through 
dow'nt^Avn Toronto Tuesday in 
a sliow of deterndnatlon to 
stay out until they get >vhat 
they feel is a fair settlement.

Quake Claws Towns, 
Kills 365 in Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) — A massive earthquake 
rumbled across 200 miles of central Mexico Tuesday 
from Mexico City to the Gulf of Mexico. Authorities 
said two towns were partially destroyed and the Red 
Cross said more than 360 persons were killed. 

The quake, centred in subterranean faultlincs 
deep under Mexico’s mountainous central spine, 
struck at 3:52 a.m. (2:52 a.m. B.C. time), registering 
7 on the Richter scale — more powerful than the Dec. 
23, 1972 quake in Managua, Nicaragua which killed' 
5,0(X) persons. 

It struck an area of Mexico still reeling from 
Hurricane Brenda, which killed five peraons and left 
hundi'eds of thousands homeless a week earlier. 

In Orizaba, a city of 50,(KK) 
at the epicentie of the quake 
150 miles east-southeast of 
Mexico City, a 12-storey 
apailment building collapsed. 

The Red Ooss said more than 
100 persons asleep iqside were 
killed instantly. 

Red Cross officials estimat¬ 
ed 100 persons died in Quecho- 
lac in Puebla State: 80 in Cu- 
dad Cerdan, 178 in Orizaba, 
two in Peubia and two in Cor¬ 
doba in Veracruz state. 

The quake also rocked the 
resort area of Cuernavaca in 
Morelos .state south of Mexico 
City, and the federal district 
which includes the capital. In 
Mexico City, buildings s^vayed 
and people ran out of hotels 
and into the streets in pyjamas 
.^and nightgowns. 

Orizaba was left without 
electricity or running water. 

Dazed survivors wandered the 
littered streets looking for re¬ 
latives or possessions. 

"It was horrible,” said sec¬ 
retary Marina Garcia, 18, "it

MOSCOW (AP) — Nol)eI 
Prize yvinner Alexander Solz¬ 
henitsyn says the Kremlin 
will not return to repressions 
such as the Stalin purges of 
the IBSOs because Western 
protests and the lofty behav¬ 
ior of Soviet dissidents will 
prevent it. 

But the world-renowned no¬ 
velist, who granted a rare in¬ 
terview with two Western cor¬ 
respondents. said among 
many other things that: 

• Official threats had 
been made against him end 
his family. i 


• If he should be killed it 
would be the work or inspira¬ 
tion of the security police. 

• Should he disappear, the 
"main part” of his works 
would be published. 

Solzhenitsyn was voted the 
1970 Nbbel Prize for litera¬ 
ture. He is best known in the 
West for the novels the First 
(Circle, Cancer Ward and 
August 1914. His works are 
banned in the Soviet Uhion. 

In an interview with As¬ 
sociated. Press and the Paris 
newspai^r Le Monde, Solz¬ 
henitsyn spoke strongly in de¬ 


fence of Dr. Andrei Sakharov, 
the physicist who is a leading 
Soviet voice for human rights. 

The 54-year-old writer also 
talked at length on the Soviet 
social situation, on jamming 
of Western broadcasts, on the 
example set by Gen. Pyotr 
Grigorenko,, Andrei Amalrik, 
Vladimir Bukovsky and other 
arrested dissidents. 

On the Soviet practice of 
lifting the citizenship of prom¬ 
inent dissidents aUow^ to 
travel abroad — such as the 
recent case of Zhorez Med¬ 
vedev in London, he said:

"Citizenship in our countr:^ 
is not an inalienable natural^ 
right for every human being 
bom on its soil. But it is a 
kind of coupon which is kept 
by an exclusive clique of peo¬ 
ple who in no way and by 
nothing have proved that they 
have a greater right to the 
Russian soil.

Indian Band and Council have 
agreed to support the pro¬ 
posed blockade of the Cow¬ 
ichan River by an Indian fish¬ 
ing right group after holding 
a last minute meeting Tues¬ 
day night with the protest 
leaders. 

Construction will begin 
on a fish weir which is 
expected to trap the salmon 
entering the river to spawn, 
ai^ the demonstrators expect 
it to be operational "as early 
as possible." 

The Cowichan Band Council 
originally did not support the 
protest as they claimed en¬ 
ough time had not been put 
into the plannir^, and prob¬ 
lems could arise if outsiders 
infiltrated the demonstration. 
The council only decided to 
support it after more than 65 
per cent of the band members 
present at the meeting voted 
in favour of it. The council

"They want their children 
in the one-roon school and if 
there are no ma.ior problems 
and the cost is not too high we 
should comply with the 
parents," said trustee Don 
Martin. 

Trustee Dave Haywood said 
the one-room school was un¬ 
desirable from an educational 
point of view as much depend¬ 
ed on the skill of the teacher. 
He added, the pupils will be 
is<riated and will have very 
little inx-olvement with chil¬ 
dren of their own age. 

"I diink it w'ould be an edu¬ 
cational experience beneficial 
to the students to get ’off 
Thetis Island,” said Haywood. 

“But they are only going to 
Chemainus." countei'ed Mar¬ 
tin. 


Parents on Thetis Island re¬ 
quested the boai*d to rcoi>en 
li;e school because of the l<xig 
hours their childi'en must 
si>end in travelling to and 
from school in Chemainus. 

They travel up to thi*e€ 
miles on Thetis Island to the 
ferry terminal, board the 
ferry at 7:40 a.m. and fhen 
walk another two miles to 
school from the Chemainus 
ferry terminal. They do not 
return home until 5 p.m. 
There are now ten school-age 
children on the Island. 

In discussing the reopening 
of the school, Martin cau¬ 
tioned the board against inter¬ 
fering with the chosen way of 
life of the Islander by arbi¬ 
trarily deciding It would be 
better for their children if 
they were schooled at Che¬ 
mainus.

I told a story in this column 
about two girl stenograpliers 
in New Yoric Who threw up 
their jobs and went into the 
business pf making dill 
pickles out of green beans. 

One of the girl? had a reci> 
pe for dilled whole beans in> 
herited from her New Eng¬ 
land grandmother, and this 
was used as the base for their 
venture. The pickled beans 
were packed and labelled at¬ 
tractively and were given an 
intriguing trade name ^ DUly 
Beans —* and met with an 
almost instantaneous accep¬ 
tance. 

The Smart Set in New York, 
Washington, White Sulphur 
Springs and Bar Harbor ^t6Dk 
to them in a big w*ay, and it 
even became the “in” thing to 
serve a Dilly Bean in a mar¬ 
tini instead of an olive; you 
stir your drink with the whole 
pickled bean, then eat it as an 
appetizer. The dilled beans 
are very good with crackers 
and cheese, too, and as an ac¬ 
companiment for cold meat.

this arcle, quite an; few folks 
wrote to me for the recipe. I 
didn't have one at the time, 
and said so in this column, 
whereupon I was deluged with 
old family recipes for dilled 
beans — all different! I had. 
no way of knowing which of 
these was the one used by the 
two girls in their- highly 
successful venture, but re¬ 
cently a reader who was bom 
and brought up In Bangor, 
Maine, sent me one which she 
assures me is the authentic, 
traditional New England for¬ 
mula for DUly Beans. 

To start with, you’ll need a 
quantity of freshly picked 
young green beans, nice and 
straight, plump and crisp but 
not too bulgy with seeeds. 
Also some he«^s of dill, small 
hot red peppers either fresh 
or dried, garlic, vinegar, salt 
and water. 

The beans should be picked 
with a bit of stem attached to 


sene as a handle when eat¬ 
ing. Wash thoroughly and 
blanch by dunking them in 
boUing water for two minutes, 
then pack them upri^t in 
sterUized jars with ^e stems 
uppermost. To each jar add 
one smaU red pepper, one 
sliver of garUc and one head 
of diU. 

Boil together equal paiis 
cider vinegar and wa^r, with 
one rounded teaspoonful of salt 
for each cupful of liquid, and 
add t^’o more heads of dUI. 
When boiling briskly, fish die 
dill heads out, then pdur the 
liquid into the jars, flUing 
them to the very lop, and seal 
at once. Your Diliy Beans wUl 
be ready to eat in two weeks. 

The same idea can be used 
for making whole dilled toma¬ 
toes. and this is a godsend in 
a way, foi* tomatoes must 
reach a certain stage in 
growth before they develop 
the ability to ripen, and the 


end of the season always sees 
us with a lot of very small 
Xines on our vines which can¬ 
not be ripened no matter how 
you treat tiiem. These can be 
pickled whole, making a very 
good and tasty condiment. 




Pick off the stems, wash 
them well, and pack Aem 
into hot sterilized jars. Add a 
small head of dill, a sliver of 
garlic and one lengdi of cel¬ 
ery stalk. Boil together 2 cups 
of water, 4 cups of vinegar, 
cup of salt and a couple more 
dill heads. Pick out the dill, 
pour the solution over the to¬ 
matoes, and seal. 

Those home gardenei-s who 
grow tJie little Yellow Pear 
tomato always find them¬ 
selves with an embarrassing 
quantity of sfr^ajl green fruits 
at the end of the season, for 
these bush-tJTJe plants bear so 
very heavily and Continue to 
set fniit well iifto tJie fall. 
'Ihese tiny pear-shaped green 
tomatoes, not much bigger 
than a cherry, are especially 
^ood for pickling whole In this 
way.

Black African guerrillas 
forced three school teachers 
to stand in line and watch as 
they beat a headmaster to 
death at a black-only school 
in northeastern Rhodesia on 
^Saturday night, reliable sour- 
"ccs here reported Tuesday. 

The sources said five guer- 
riilas entered the Mangare 
school in the Kandeya tribal 
trust land near Mount Darwin 
and dragged the headmaster, 
named Chipara, from his 
home. 

After forcing him to hand 
over books and money, they 
lined up three teachers — one 


of them the headmaster's 
younger brother — and beat 
Chipara to death. 

The three teachers were 
then released unharmed. 

The Kandeya area lies in a 
broad strip of tiibal trust land 
between white-owned farming 
areas and the Mozambique 
border. Guerrilla activity has 
centred on this jjart of the 
country in recent mjnths. 

Cbipara was the 17lh black 
civilian to be murdered by 
guerrillas since a wave of at¬ 
tacks began late last year. 
Eight white civilians have 
also been killed.

Rail Unions Warily Eye MPs’ Move

OTTAWA (CP) — Railway 
union leaders Tuesday chart¬ 
ed a campaign to salvage the 
best possible deal from a re¬ 
called Parliament amid pre¬ 
dictions that there is likely to 
be no resumption to rail ser¬ 
vice before Saturday at the 
earliest. 

The general conference 
committee of 56,000 non¬ 
operating rail workers an¬ 
nounced aftef an afternoon 


meeting that they would try 
in the next few days to con¬ 
vince MPs of the justice of 
the union cause. They also 
said they would wait to see 
the proposed legislation be¬ 
fore reacting to it. 

MPs began trickling back to 
the capital for the emergency 
parliamentary session as the 
cabinet met to thrash out the 


precise form of a bill de¬ 
signed to end the national 
strike. 

Richard Smith, chairman of 
the nOn-operating workers’ 
bargaining team, said in an 
interview that the suggestion 
by Labor Minister Munro 
Monday .that rail service 
could resume by Saturday or 
Sunday is overly optimistic. 


Smith and other union 
spokesmen noted that there is 
much dissatisfaction among 
railway workers who feel they 
are being unfairly legislated 
back to work. 

This unrest could lead some 
w’orkers to stay off work for a 
time after Parliament passes 
the legislation, some union 
leaders say. That could mean 
delays in resumption of rail 
services. 


Union members say parlia¬ 
mentary intervention in the 
past has caused them to fall 
behind workers in similar oc¬ 
cupations. 

One area where the militan¬ 
cy is evident is among 
workers who operate the ferry 
service between New¬ 
foundland and Cape Breton. 
Despite a cal) from leaders in 
Ottawa for the employees to 


move stranded travellers as 
“an act of kindness.” the 
ferry workers have not re¬ 
turned to the job. 

Smith said the employees 
on the Newfoundland side of 
the Port aux Basques-North 
Sydney run are prepared to 
work but the Nova Scotian 
workers will not. 

In North Sydney. N.S., 
RCMP were called in Tuesday 
to help locaJ police clear a 


traffic jam created by irate 
travellers at this mainland 
terminal for the Newfound¬ 
land ferry service. 

Police said people stranded 
by the rail strike wei-e using 
their cars to block exists fmm 
the terminal to North Sydney 
and nearby Sydney Mines. 

An estimatecT 1,000 persoas 
are waiting for the ferries lo 
resume service. 

In Toronto about 1,500 strik¬ 


ing railmen marched through ' 
downtwn Toronto Tuesday in 
a show of determination to 
stay out until th<y get what 
they feel is a fair settlement. 

Ross Jones, president of the 
10.000-member Toronto local, 
suggested railway workers 
may call in sick if they don't 
like a settlement decreed by 
Parliam^t.

Greenpeace crewman Ingram target of French tailors in yacht-boarding tussle 

Greenpeace Incident on Filml 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The Greenpeace Foundation 
released some photographs Tuesday which it said were 
taken when the nuclear protest yacht Greenpeace III 
was seized last week in the South Pacific. 

The foundation said the photographs were taken by 
crew member Ann-Marie Horne and relayed by another 
crew member. Nigel Ingram, who smuggled the film 
past French sailors at Hao Island near Tahiti. 

The organization said one photograph showed In¬ 
gram being beaten by French sailors and another 
showed David McTaggarl of Vancouver being thrown 
into a dinghy by the sailors. 




The first showed the man identified as Ingram bent 
over on deck surrounded by three men, two of them 
wearing short-sleeved shirts with military-style epau¬ 
lets on the shoulders. 

Two of the men have a hand or arm around the 
bowed man and a dark object identified by the founda¬ 
tion as a rubber truncheon can be seen in the area of 
the bowed man's head. 

In Paris the French naval high command here 
expressed “astonishment” Tuesday at statements by 
Greenpeace III crew.

MEXICO CITY (UPl) — A massive earthquake 
rumbled across 200 miles of central Mexico Tuesday 
from Mexico City to the Gulf of Mexico. Authorities 
said two towns were partially destroyed and the Red 
Cross said almost 400 persons were killed. 

The quake, centred in subterranean faultlines 
deep under Mexico’s mountainous central spine, 
struck at 3:52 a.m. (2:52 a.m. B-C. time), registering 
7 on the Richter scale — more powerful than the Dec. 
23, 1972 quake in Managua, Nicaragua which killed 
5,000 persons. 

It stiuck an area of Mexico still reeling from 
Hurricane Branda, which killed five pg)'sons and left 
hundreds of thousands homeless a week earlier. 

In Orizaba, a city of 50,000 
at the epicentre of the quake 
150 miles east-southeast of 
Mexico Oty, a 12-storey 
apai'tment building collapsed. 

TTie Red Cross said more than 
100 persons asleep inside were 
killed instantly. 

Red Cross ^ficials estimat¬ 
ed 100 persons died in Quecho- 
lac in Puebla State; 80 in Ciu¬ 
dad Cerdan, 178 in Orizaba, 
two in Peubla and two In Cor¬ 
doba in Veracruz state. 

The quake also rocked the 
resort area of Cuernavaca in 
Morelos state south of Mexico 
City, and the federal district 
\rtiich includes the carttal. In 
Mexico City, buildings swayed 
and people ran out of hotels 
and into the streets in pyjamas 
and nightgovsTis. 

Orizaba was left without 
electricity or running water. 

Dazed survivors wandered the 
littered streets looking for re¬ 
latives or possessions. 

"It was horrible,” said sec¬ 
retary Marina Garcia, 18. "it

STOCKHOLM (AP) — Po¬ 
lice st/3rmed into the vault of 
a downtown Stockholm bank 
behind clouds of tear gas 
Tuesday night and within min¬ 
utes apprehen<:led two gunmen 
who had held four bank em¬ 
ployees hostage for six days. 

“We give up! We give up! 
Slop gassing us!" one of the 
gunmen yelled at a police¬ 
man. 

When the two gunmen had 
been led out in handcuffs, ()o- 
lice Superintendent Sven 
Thorandcr took off his gas¬ 
mask and told reporters: "No 
one injured. No one injured." 

The freed hostages, three 
women and a man, were 
wheeled out on stretchers and 
whisked away to a hospital in 
waiting ambulances. Their 
conditions were described as 
"good under the circum¬ 
stances.” Their captors were 
treated briefly at a hospital 
for tear gas effects and trans¬ 
ferred to police headquarters 
for questioning. 

The complex assault on the 
vault took only about five 
minutes. Police said the two 
gunmen agreed to surrender 
moments after they began to 
smell the gas being ixHired 
through holes drilled in the 
vault's roof. 

"They quickly pulled away 
ttie large filing cabinet with 
which they had barricaded 
the door and surrendered with 
hardly another word,” one 
policeman said. 

The marathon siege began 


Masked police lead gunman away 


last Thursday when a gun¬ 
man. identified by [xilice as 
Jan-Erik Olsson, 32, attempt¬ 
ed to rob the main office of 
the Kreditbanken, but was in¬ 
terrupted by police. Olsson 
held off the tx)lice, wounding 
one with submachine-gun fire, 
and grabbed the four hos¬ 
tages.

• Should he disappear, the

Solzhenitsyn was voted the 
1970 Nobel Prize for litera¬ 
ture. He is best known in the 
West for the novels the First 
Drcle, Cancer Ward and 
August 1914. His works are 
banned in the Soviet Union. 

In an Interview with As¬ 
sociated Press and die Paris 
newspaper Le Monde, Solz¬ 
henitsyn ^ke strongly in de¬ 


fence of Dr. Andrei Sakharov, 
the physicist who is a leading 
Soviet voice for human rights. 

The 54-year-old writer also 
talked at length on the Soviet 
social situation, cm jamming 
of Western broadcasts, on the 
example set by Gen. Pyotr 
Grigor^iko, Andrei Amalrik, 
Vladimir Bukovsky and other 
arrested dissidents. 

On the Soviet practice ctf 
lifting the citizenship of prom¬ 
inent dissidents aUow^ to 
travel abroad — such as the 
recent case oC Zhorez Med- 
\edev in London, he said: 


"Citizenship in our country 
is not an inalienable natural 
right for every human being 
born cm Its soil. But it is a 
kind of coupon which is kept 
by an exclusive clique of peo¬ 
ple who in no way and by 
nothing have proved that they 
have a greater right to the 
Russian soil. 

"And this clique can. if it 
doesn’t approve of some citi¬ 
zen's convictiems, declare him 
deprived of his homeland. I 
leave it to you to find ^ word 
yourselves for such a social 
structure.”
